HBe it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota:

and for the purpose of such survey and platting, may
employ & competent surveyor and such chainmen and
axmen a8 may be necessary.

he sustained and received Ly reason of the laying out of
such road, in the same manner as is now provided by law
for the laying out of town roads, and to file a schedule of
the essessment of damages and henefits with the auditor
of said county of Ramsey, and any person aggrieved by
such assesstent may, within thirty days from such filing,
appeal in the manner provided by law in case of town
roads. '
